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RICKY DON WHITE, 29, a native of Paris, Texas, has for 12 years 
lived with the knowledge that his late father, ROSCOE ANTHONY 
WHITE, probably participated in the assassination of President 
John F. Kennedy. Over this period of time the younger White has 
struggled to come to terms with that knowledge and to decide 
how or if — to make his information known publicly. 

Last Year he made contact with a researcher affiliated with the 
JFK Assassination Information Center of Dallas. Subsequently, 
a team comprised of respected researchers and a legal 
investigator began checking out all aspects of Ricky White's 
remarkable story, and the resulting evidence is being released at 
today's press conference. The researchers want to stress that, 
even if every aspect of the Ricky White story proves to be 
correct upon further investigation, the JFK case is far from 
"solved". The real purpose and planning for the assassination 
would still remain murky, and warrant that the case be re-opened 
and investigated thoroughly.

* ROSCOE ANTHONY (ROCK) WHITE (11/18/35 to 9/24/71) was one 
of the assassins firing at President Kennedy in Dallas. 
White, using a 7.65 German Mauser, fired two shots from a 
position behind a wooden fence in Dealey Plaza; he believed 
that both his shots struck the President. 

According to Ricky White, his father left documents which 
indicate that; 

* ROSCOE ANTHONY WHITE was a covert O.S. Intelligence 
operative whose code name was MANDARIN. According to 
documents preserved and hidden by White himself, Kennedy's 
assassination was an "assignment", the objective of which 
was "to eliminate a National Security threat to world wide 
peace . " 

* WHITE, as part of his assignment to eliminate Kennedy, 
attained a position with the Dallas Police Department just 
two months before the assassination. 

* WHITE served in the Marines Corps with LEE HARVEY OSWALD. 
The two were stationed together in Marine Air Wing 1 at 

Japan's Atsugi Air Base, home of a highly secret CIA 
operation.

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* WHITE was acquainted with Dallas Policeman J.D. TIPPIT 
and , in fact, was the individual who killed the officer on 
Nov. 22, 1963. 



* GENEVA WHITE, Roscoe' s wife, was employed by JACK RUBY at 
his Carousel Club for several weeks in September 1963. 
During that period, she overheard her husband and Ruby 
discussing plans for the assassination. Roscoe photographed 
Geneva and Ruby together (see press kit) . 

* WHITE died under suspicious circumstances in a 1971 fire. 
This fire occurred just months after Roscoe, according to a 
local minister, made known his desire to sever his 
affiliation with U.S. Intelligence. 



ROSCOE ANTHONY WHITE preserved certain materials which would 
identify him as a participant in the Kennedy assassination; he 
apparently wanted his involvement someday known. The materials 
were hidden away in a steel container for nearly 20 years before 
being recovered by his son RICKY DON WHITE. The discovery of the 
container and its startling contents confirmed for Ricky White 
uhat- he* hac\ fiiisnprhed for several years: his father was one of

the assassins who killed President Kennedy. 



RICKY WHITE'S CHRONOLOGY OF HIS STORY 



1975 jfk assassination photographs belonging to the 

late Roscoe Anthony White are taken during a break-in of the 
White home in Paris, Texas. The materials are recovered in 
Arizona and returned to Roscoe's widow Geneva (by now remarried), 
who notifies the FBI. FBI agents come to the White home on two 
occasions, and Roscoe's photographs subsequently are made 
available to the Senate Intelligence Committee and the House 
Select Committee on Assassinations. Among Roscoe's materials is 
a photograph of Lee Harvey Oswald which has never before 
surfaced; its origin remains a mystery. 



19 7 8 .......... A longtime family friend who himself had worked for 

U.S. Intelligence contacts Ricky White in Paris, Texas. He tells 
Ricky that he has learned that a congressional committee 
reinvestigating the Kennedy assassination has information that 
Roscoe (Rock) White was involved in the assassination, and that 
this probably will be made public. Warning Ricky to be prepared 
for that eventuality, the man informs him that his father Roscoe 
had indeed killed John F. Kennedy. This comes as "a shocking 
blow" to Ricky, who refuses to believe it. 



1982. Ricky White finds his father's military footlocker 

in Paris, Texas; it contains a handwritten diary or journal kept 
by his father. Ricky reads the diary, which refers to 
paramilitary operations in which Roscoe was involved. 

Ricky discovers that the journal contains specific details about 
the Kennedy assassination, including Roscoe's admission that he 
was one of the assassins. The diary outlines the logistics of 
the Dealey Plaza ambush and subsequent events which led to an 
encounter between Rock and fellow policeman J.D. Tippit; 
according to Roscoe's written account, he was the individual who 
fatally shot Tippit. Ricky is "shattered" by what he reads. 



1988 (May) Ricky White, now living in Midland, Texas, 

seeks the assistance of that city's district attorney in an 
attempt to access a safe deposit box at a Dallas bank; a key to 
the box had been found in Roscoe's military footlocker. The 
District Attorney notifies the FBI, whose agents interrogate 
Ricky for nearly five hours, taking him to the federal building 
along with his father's personal effects — including the diary.

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"Executive Action” was a CIA euphemism, defined as a project for 
research into developing means for overthrowing foreign political': 
leaders, including a "capability to perform assassinations.” (Harvey,' 
6/25/76, p. 84) JBissell indicated that Executive Action covered a 
<l wide spectrum of actions” to "eliminate the effectiveness” of foreign 
leaders, with assassination as the "most extreme” action in the spec- 
trum. (Bissell, 7/22/75, p. 82) The Inspector General’s Report de- 
scribed executive action as a "general standby capability” to carry out 
assassination when required. (I.G. Report, p. 37) The project was 
given the code name ZR/RIFLE by the CIA. 1 

^ A single agent (“asset”) was given the cryptonym QJ/WIN, and 
placed under Harvey’s supervision for the ZR/RIFLE project. He 
was never used in c onnec tion with any actual assassination efforts. 
Helms described QJ /WTN’b "capability” : 

If you needed somebody to carry out murder, I guess you bad a man wbo \ 
might be prepared to carry it out (Helms, 6/13/75, p. 50)

Harvey used QJ/WIN, to spot "individuals with criminal and J| 
underworld connections in Eubope for possible multi-purpose use.” || 
(Harvey, 6/25/75, p. 50) For example, QJ/WIN reported that a 
potential asset in the Middle East was "the leader of a gambling 
j syndicate” with "an available pool of assassins.” (CIA file, ZR/ 

( RIFLE/Personality Sketches) However, Harvey testified that : 

During the entire existence of the entire ZR/RIFLE project * • * no agent 
was recruited for the purpose of assassination, and no even tentative targeting 
or target list was ever drawn. (Harvey, 6/25/75, p. 45) 

In general, project ZR/RIFLE involved assessing the problems 
and requirements of assassination and developing a stand-by assas- 
sination capability ; more specifically, it involved "spotting” potential 
agents and "researching” assassination techniques that might be used. 
(Bissell, 7/17/75, p. 11 and 6/9/75, p. 73 ; Harvey, 6/25/75, pp. 37-A, 
45) Bissell characterized ZR/RIFLE us "internal and purely pre- 
paratory.” (Bissell, 7/22/7-Vp rr ^‘J) The 1967 Inspector General ’sNe- 
"«o the file that the Executive Action 

/ v r „ 0 r^R^/^vIFL'K-Q J /W I N was ever used,” but said that 

"after xiarvey^tccL-^rer the Castro operation, he_mn_ it as one J 
aspect of ZR/RIFLE.” (I.G. Report, pp. 40-41 ) 

2. THE QUESTION OF WHITE H0U8E INITIATION, AUTHORIZATION, OR 
KNOWLEDGE OF THE EXECUTIVE ACTION PROJECT 

Harvey testified that Bissell had told him that "the White House” 
had twice urged the creation of such a capability and the Inspector 
General’s Report-quoted notes of Harvey’s (no longer in existence) 
to that elTect. Bissell did not recall any specific conversation with the 
‘•'White House,” but iu his initial testimony before the Committee he 
assumed the correctness of Harvey’s note* and stated that, while he 
could have created the capability his own r any urgings would have 
come from Bundy or Walt Roetow. In a later appearance, however, 
Bissell said he merely informed Bundy -of the capability and that 

* ZR/RIFLE was a crrptotiyni relating to two areas. One was the Executive Action 
assassination capability. The other ZR/RIFLE area Is not part of the subject matter of 
this report. This second program was genuine, but It was also meant to provide a cover 
for any Executive Action operaUon. William Harvey had been in charge of the CIA sec- f 
tion with general responsibility for such programs. (Harvey, C/2G/75, p. 40) . 1 
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can Republic. There was no modification or recision of the “inherited” 
Special Group approval and it would seem fair, therefore, to regard 
tliB approval as naving boon at least acquiesced in by the new 

Administration. , 

During March and early Apnl 1961, operational levels within both 
the CIA and the State Department learned of increasmgly detailed 
plans by the dissidents to assassinate Trujillo. There is no evidence 
that t-hiR information was passed to the White House or to any 
member of the Special Group, except Allen Dulles. 1 Similarly, there 
is no evidence that the passage of the pistols or the carbines or the 
pouching of the machine guns to the Dominican Republic was dis- 
closed to anyone outside of the CIA during this period.* 



7. APRIL 17, 1061-MAY 81, 1061 (BAY OF PIGS THROUGH TRUJILLO 
ASSASSINATION) 



Following the failure of the Bay of Pigs invasion, attempts were 
made by State and CIA representatives in the Dominican Republic to 
dissuade the dissidents from a precipitous assassination attempt. These 
efforts to halt the assassination of Trujillo were the result of instruc- 
tions from CIA Headquarters and were prompted by concern over 
filling the power vacuum which would result from Trujillo’s death. 

The machine guns arrived in the Dominican Republic but permis- 
sion to pass them to the dissidents was never given and the guns never 
left the Consulate. . 

Dearborn returned to Washington for consultation and a contin- 
gency plan for the Dominican Republic was drafted. 

The day before Trujillo’s assassination, Dearborn received a cable 
of instructions and guidance from President Kennedy. The cable ad- 
vised that the United States must not run the risk of association with 
political assassination, since the United States, as a matter of gen- 
oral policy, could not condone assassination. The cable further advised 
Dearborn to continue to hold open offers of material assistance to the 
dissidents and to advise them of United States support for them if 
they were successful in overthrowing the Trujillo government. The 
cable also reconfirmed the decision not to pass the machine guns.
